Faster Change-Over from standard to hybrid 
grain sorghum varieties now seems certain.

HE last chapter hasn’t been written 
yet on the so-called “crop insur- 
ance” aspects of the soil bank. Secre- 
tary Benson reluctantly agreed to 1956 
Acreage Reserve payments on land with 
crops damaged by drouth, flood or other 
natural causes. He looks with no favor 
on plowing under or otherwise destroy- 
ing crops as part of bank compliance. 
In Congress, however, there are in- 
fluential men who may work hard to 
make such “crop insurance” features a 
permanent part of the bank program 
Meanwhile, watch for the next im- 
portant tip-off on “normal” soil bank 
operations. It will come shortly, with 
announcement of the 1957-crop winter 
wheat program. 
A late change in the Acreage Reserve 
provides that cropland

year can be included in the Acreage 
Reserve for one or more of the six 
basic crops. Regulations previously pro- 
vided that land grazed at any time dur- 
ing 1956 couldn't be eligible for Ac- 
reage Reserve.

(1) Your state’s Governor must

(3) The Secretary of Agriculture 
must give his approval for grazing to 
be permitted in the specified counties,

No New Planks Likely 


You'll be getting a preview, soon, of 
the farm issues that will be fought over 
in Congress next year—and what the 
political parties claim will do most to 
improve your income. 

Farm planks for the 1956 Demo- 
cratic and Republican platforms are due 
for drafting and unveiling in a few 
weeks. These are the statements of high 
principle and proposed action which are 
designed every four years to win farmer 
support at the polls 

But don’t expect anything new this 
time. 

Signs are the Republicans will stick 
pretty close to the present program. 
“Give the soil bank and flexible price 
supports time to function.” they're ex- 


pected to argue, “and we'll work our 


way out of this trouble.” 

Nor are the Democrats likely to break 
from recent party tradition. With 
former Agriculture Secretaries Wickard 
and Brannan near the drafting table, 
chances are good the party plank will 
be built on high price supports cover- 
ing a wide range of commodities—and 
an outside possibility that direct pro- 
duction payments will be added. 


Dairy Developments 


Both bright and dark signs are shap- 
ing up on the dairy horizon. 

On the bright side, Secretary Benson 
is forecasting expansion of the Special 
Milk Program for Children next year 
to a wider range of schools and child- 
care institutions. During the recently 
completed term, youngsters drank 87.5 
million gallons of milk with financial 
aid from the program 

Meanwhile, however, 
dairy farmer unrest are cropping out in 
the form of strike threats and labor 
union affiliation in a number of milk- 
sheds. In some places, management of 
cooperatives is coming in for criticism 
from producers feeling the pinch of the 
cost-price squeeze. To lighten the pres- 
sure, USDA has eased the pricing opera 
tions of most Federal Milk Marketing 
Orders in favor of producers

now being scheduled in the first group 
of 13 watershed projects in nine states 
Included are three each in Texas and 
Oklahoma, one in Georgia.

feeding Southern style 


ON ree 300 acres of oats and 100 acres of silage 
crops, I can support the same number of cattle 
in my feedlot that I'd need 900 acres of oats for if I pas- 
tured the cattle. You can see whv forage feeding has saved 
me some money this year,” says O. E. Bookout, farmer 
near Crystal City, Texas. 

He usually cuts about 80 pounds of green oats per head 
each day. Using an engine-driven forage chopper, he 
loads the forage into self-unloading wagons having a 5,000- 
pound capacity. These are pulied between the two con- 
crete feed troughs along either side of the driveway through 
the center of the feedlot. (See photo on next page.) 

Bookout feeds silage first, in the morning, before he 
chops any oats for the cattle. If the fields should be too 
wet to permit chopping, the cattle can be fed just silage 
that day, because they're used to eating it first every day 
anyway. Their ration includes one part of silage to eight 


parts forage. 
More Protein, Longer Season, With Alfalfa 


“I planted alfalfa in the oats I'm chopping,” he said 
“The alfalfa raises the protein content of my forage and 
lets me keep on chopping after the oats mature. That's 
when alfalfa really starts growing anyway. So I'll keep 
taking cuttings off as Icng as I've got enough oats in the 
forage to prevent bloat.” 

Another advantage of having alfalfa in his forage oats 
is that he'll get about three or four cuttings of hay off those 
fields after he stops cutting forage. This he'll sell as dry 
hay and then he'll plow the alfalfa under. Oats that are 
pastured aren't combined but are usually plowed under for 
a cover crop, too. 

Fertilize While Irrigating? 

Bookout plants Alamo Oats for forage because it grows 
tall and doesn't stool out. After each field is leveled, he 
prepares a seedbed with his Caterpillar tractor and heavy 
cffset disc. He applies nitrogen to the oats in irrigation 
water. 

For crops other than oats, he applies anhydrous am- 
monia with a chisel plow. “I get deeper roots on the crops 
by putting it on this way than when I apply it in irrigation 
water,” he states. 

About an acre-foot of water is needed to get an oats 
crop in this part of Texas. Bookout’s cost of putting it on 
the land is estimated at between $9 to $10.50 an acre, de- 
pending on whether water is pumped from his wells or the 
Nueces River which borders some of his land. He has four 
wells, each about 1,000 feet deep and capable of producing 
around 1,000 GPM. 
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economical feedlot gains from 


fertilized alfalfa and oats 


After the oats gets up to about 16 inches, he starts cut 
ting. If the weather’s warm, he can get a cutting off about 
every 35 to 40 days. Planted in late September, the oats 
are usually ready for the first cutting in late December 

He has three trench silos located right next to his feed- 
lot. They have about a 2,000-ton capacity which, Bookout 
says, “shrinks about 20 percent by the time I start feeding 
out of them.” 

He packs his silage with a sheepsfoot roller, the same 
kind used to fill dirt compaction on many highway con- 
struction jobs. It is pulled with his crawler tractor, which 
is also used with a dozer blade to level and spread the sil- 
age as it’s dumped in the trenches. Cane stalks are used 
for cover after the silos are filled. 


Gain-grazing for 18 Cents 


This year, Bookout is gain-grazing for 18 cents a pound 
He expects his gain-grazed cattle to put on about 250 
pounds. 

His cattle, bought at between 400 to 500 pounds, are 
held until about May. Then, if his pastures come in, the 
cattle are pastured. If not, he has to sell them 

This year he had about 600 head of cattle in the feedlot 
An additional 560 head were pastured on oats throughout 
the winter. Those in the lot were all heifers.

OU may not get rich from the new Soil Bank program

Big advantage of legumes such as alfalfa for 
feeding, of course, is the long feeding season you can get 
from them. The season can be extended even longer by 
having a small grain crop seeded into the legume. to pro 
duce extra forage during the early spring 

Another new use for legumes may be developing in feed 
ing of pelleted hay. Illinois Experiment Station last winter 
successfully produced good economical gains feeding steers 
cn pelleted alfalfa as the only feed

BETTER MARKET YOUR COTTON cautiously and 
carefully this year -- and not be stampeded 
into selling at below loan levels. The 
warehouses are jammed with surplus loan 
cotton and there may be difficulty getting 
Storage space and the warehouse receipt 
which is necessary to get a loan. Ware- 
houses will be hampered, too, by the de- 
mands of shippers to get out cotton sold 
in export. 

Unless there is a short crop, the 
demand for new crop cotton will be only to 
fill the needs of the domestic mills. There 
will be those who encourage you to sell 
under the loan price in order to save your- 
self the trouble of finding warehouse space 
and making out the loan papers. Don't do 
it; it would lower your price for the whole 
crop. Sell over the loan, or put it into 
the loan. 























FORCED BY LAW TO SELL COTTON in world mar- 
kets at competitive prices, the Administra- 
tion is pressing to achieve the goal of an 
average of 5 million bales in export each 
year. Nearly 2,500,000 bales have been 
sold under the export sales program -- 
1,569,278 bales in a Single sale -- and 
other means of moving cotton are contem- 
plated. Public Law 480 allocations for 
about a million bales are outstanding. 
This is the law which permits the sale of 
cotton for foreign currencies. 

The funds available for all agricul- 
tural products under this program are being 
doubled, an increase of 1.5 billion dol- 
lars. This will permit the sale of 500,000 
bales to India in a deal already agreed upon 
but held up because of the lack of funds. 

An amendment to the same law, which has 
limited sales to friendly nations for their 
currencies, will specify that sales may be 
made to other nations for dollars and at 
competitive prices. This means that cot- 
ton can move to the Iron Curtain countries 
-- a sudden, major shift in foreign policy. 

This may have resulted from the belief 
that Russia will supply Egypt with funds 
to build the Aswan Dam, at the same time 
agreeing to buy the Egyptian cotton crop 
for a period of 350 years. Previous pur- 
chases of Egyptian cotton by Russia have 
resulted in the cotton being dumped on the 
European market in competition with Ameri- 
can cotton. 
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BALE TIES MAY BE THE KEY to the 1956 cotton 
harvest. A strike at a plant which sup- 
plies the bulk of the ties to the ginning 
industry, has delayed production for 2 
months. With start of the harvest season 
at hand it seems impossible, in face of the 
general steel strike, to resume production 
in time to make the necessary ties. 

The plant is reported to have stocks 
to care for about one million bales, when 
they can be removed from the struck ware- 
house. Imports could take care of another 
million bales. Farmers face prospect of 
picking cotton without being able to get it 
ginned. Problem of storing seed cotton is 
great. Textile mills have been asked to 
Salvage usable ties and buckles in hope of 
helping situation. Check with your ginner 
before asSuming that he can handle cotton.

LOANS ON 1955-CROP COTTON with a July 3l 
maturity date will be extended through 
Dec. 31, 1956, USDA has announced. 





INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION has re- 
scinded an order which would have cost cot- 
ton growers west of the Miss. River “millions 
of dollars. This spring ICC cancelled a 
rate reduction on the shipment of cotton 
from points as far west as El Paso, and em- 
bracing Texas, Okla., Ark., La., and Mo. 
Since loan rates are based on freight 
nea the order had the effect of lowering 
he loan to farmers in the affected states 
: about $1 a bale. Strong protests re- 
sulted in the lower rates being reinstated 
before the loan differentials for location 


were announced.

Some beef cattlemen still say that the eve of an 
expert cattleman is as good as scales and records 
in measuring the ability of a beef bull to sire the 
kind of calves that pay off in the feedlot And 
beet production testing does depend partly on the 
trained eye of experts to rate one individual over 
another on its potential carcass value. The bulls 
rated tops in the NOBA stud are the ones which 
can produce calves of top conformation and gain- 
ing ability.

But a lot of range state cattlemen, like the Coddings, are

It means that 
vou can hreed your commercial cows to top production 
tested bulls, to get fast-gaining market calves, without hay 
ng to own a costly bull Or, vou can vet reeistered calves 
hy a top production-tested bull through artificial insemir 
tion, by owning a part interest in him. Association rules per 
mit registration of calves by only three or four owners from 
one bull. But you can share ownership of a bull, and get 
registered calves by him wherever you are 

As feeder calf buvers show more interest in production 
tested calves or calves from progeny-tested bulls you may 
be in for more competition at feeder calf sales and markets 
Some Corn Belt feeders regularly look for calves from herds 
which they know produce fast gainers As performance 
testing catches on, run-of-the-mill calves may have a harder 


time finding buvers

Here’s one way to 
convert a grain drill, 
which has fertilizer 
and small - seed 
boxes, to band-seed 
grasses or legumes. 
Large seed or fer- 
tilizer, or both, 
can be dropped 
down regular shoe. 
Small seed feeding 
through spout from 
their box can be 
diverted through 
hose or tube clamp- 
ed onto regular 
shoe, to drop on 
soil over fertilizer. 


When fertilizer is placed close to the roots (as in shaded 
area at left) instead of throughout the soil, by broadeast- 
ing (as in shaded area at right), young seedlings begin 
feeding on it at once, resulting in better stands, and the 
plants generally use a higher percentage of the fertilizer. 


For planting a mixture of small-seeded grasses or legumes 
with large or fluffy-seeded grasses or grains, ideal method 
is to place fertilizer, large seed and small seed in bands, 
one above the other. so roots of all the seedlings can begin 
feeding on the fertilizer in early stages of their growth.

Broan AST seeding and fertilizing is an easy and 
cheap way to establish grass, legume and grain crops. But 
recent comparisons between broadcast and band placement 
of seed and fertilizers show that broadcasting may not be 
the ideal way 

Band seeding and fertilizing, made possible in practi 
cal use of development of efficient sod planters, grass 
seeders and grain drills with separate boxes for fertilizer 
and small seeds, has proved that it has a lot of advantages 
Dropping the seed through a tube, so it’s placed with, 
above or very near a band of fertilizer, also dropped 
through a tube (see sketches below) seems to more than 
repay the cost of the extra equipment it takes. Here’s how 

(1) Weed growth—which can be serious competition 
for small-seeded, slower-growing grasses and legumes 
isn't so serious when seed and fertilizer are placed in bands 
rhat’s particularly true on low-fertility soils, because there's 
no fertilizer to stimulate weed growth between the rows of 
grass or legume seedlings. 

(2) Seedlings can send their roots into the bands of 
fertilizer immediately, instead of having to send roots out 
far to pick up the available fertilizer. So, they're more 
vigorous seedlings. More of the seedlings get started and 
grow faster, and more of them survive unfavorable weather 

(3) Band seeding saves labor and fuel, because it’s done 
on a once-over operation, instead of in two operations 

(4) You can get more fertilizer response with /ess ferti- 
lizer. Band-seeded crops not only start benefiting from the 
band-placed fertilizer sooner, they apparently make use of 
a higher percentage of it during the entire first season 

(5) Because more seedlings survive, and grow faster, 
forage yields are higher. That’s important for winter and 
early spring grazing. And there’s some evidence that band 
placement of fertilizer and small grain produces higher 
grain yields. However, broadcast-fertilized grain generally 
catches up with band-fertilized grain as it matures 

The advantages of band placement have proved espe- 
cially important for seedings made earlier or later than 
the ideal seeding time. 

There are several ways to band-place seed and fertilizer, 
using equipment now generally available. Several com- 
panies make grassland drills, or sod seeders, which drop 
the fertilizer from one box. A small amount of dirt falls 
over the fertilizer, then large-seeded or fluffy-seeded grass 
seed are dropped and barely covered. Finally, legume or 
small grass seed are dropped on top of the soil and pressed 
in with another press wheel. 

A method of adapting grain drills with separate fertilizer 
boxes is illustrated at top of page 
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Same amount of fertilizer 
—placed differently. At 
left, poorer stand, less 
vigorous growth, from corn 
planted over 12 Ibs. phos- 
phate bedded in rows. 
Corn at right got same 
amount of phosphate ap- 
plied in direct contact with 
the seed at planting time. 


NE WAY to get the benefits of band placement of ferti- 

lizer for grain crops, without expensive equipment, has 
been tested by Mississippi Experiment Station. Agronomist 
B. L. Arnold has successfully applied commercial fertilizer 
in direct contact with the seed. 

When large amounts of triple superphosphate (up to 120 
pounds of actual phosphate) were applied directly with 
small grain or corn seed, there was no injury to the seed- 
lings. And two pounds of phosphate applied this way did 
the work of more than three pounds broadcast. 

With wheat and other small grains, and even with rye- 
grass, the tests produced all the advantages of band seeding 
and fertilizing through separate spouts by this method 
the same way you'd drop fertilizer and seed down the same 
spout, or even from the same box on drill or planter. Small 
grain forage yields, for winter and early spring grazing, have 
been much higher with contact applications of phosphate 
than when it’s broadcast. However, grain which receives 
only a broadcast application of the fertilizer begins to catch

up with the band-fertilized plants toward maturity. 

In practical usage, you can safely apply moderate amounts 
—generally up to 30 pounds of nitrogen or potash and any 
amount of phosphate—of fertilizer in contact with cereal 
grain seed, without damaging the seedlings. If heavier ap- 
plications of either nitrogen or potash are needed, they could 
be made as a spring top-dressing. 

Triple superphosphate applied in direct contact with corn 
seed has produced similar results, also paying off in larger 
corn yields. Applied with the seed, 24 pounds of phosphate 
has produced as much corn grain as 48 pounds bedded in 
the rows before planting 

A mixed fertilizer can also be applied in contact with 
the corn seed. Arnold's test plots last year produced nearly 
one-fourth more grain when they received a 40-40-20 ferti- 
lizer (40 Ibs. nitrogen, 40 Ibs. phosphorus, 20 Ibs. potash 
per acre) bedded under the rows, plus an 8-8-4 fertilizer 
with the seed, than when they received the same amount 
as a 48-48-24 bedded in and no fertilizer with the seed.

KING of the Queenmakers 


NE afternoon this spring I stood in a pine-shaded apiary 

at Hayneville, Ala., and watched Walter E. Harrell, a 
top breeder of bee royalty, offer up 2,700 queen bees in 
marriage. With a high-squealing zeep, a queen bee rushed 
trom the entrance of the hive nearest us and flashed into 
the air like a golden bullet. For about an hour thousands 
of male drones, each a would-be groom, had come tumbling 
cut of the hives around us like scrambling fighter pilots. 
Since there are about 9,000 drones for every eligible female 
bee, the odds against any one of the poor fellows finding a 
mate in his summer-long lifetime were grim. Still, like an 
air force on reconnaissance, clouds of them cruised the sky 
as they do every fine afternoon in spring, their eyes peeled 
optimistically. 

High up there in the blue above us, the drone fast enough 
to catch a queen would become her mate. But the lucky 
groom would be in for a jarring surprise. Nobody knows 
whether the drone explodes in the marital embrace or the

happens, no drone ever comes back from his honeymoon 


queen just gets excited and tears him to bits 


except in pieces. 

In about 20 minutes our queen, distinguishable from her 
subjects by her larger size and lighter color, returned from 
her mating flight and alighted on the small balcony before 
the hive entrance. She was bearing a few fragments of her 
late husband, which she proudly exhibited as proof or her 
successful marriage. The other bees now held a celebra- 
tion in honor of her new state of fertility. 

Walter Harrell, who has been called King of the Queens, 
ships 55,000 such pre-mated queens each year to rule bee 
colonies throughout the Western world. 

Honey producers are happy to pay an 
average of $1.25 each for good, pre- 
mated queens, and sometimes four times 
that price. Even in her first summer, a 
competent queen, the sole true female in 
any hive, can give birth to a whole city 
of worker-bees that will gather honey 
worth about 25 times her initial cost. 

Many beekeepers in northern climates 

find it cheaper to import fresh, young 

bees from the South each spring and sum- 

mer than to feed and nurse jaded old 

bee-stock through the winter months. 

They may replace their winter losses in 

two ways: with whole packages of 

worker-bees from southern climes; or, 

more neatly, just with a pre-mated queen, who will soon 
build a depleted hive to full strength if assisted by a small 
nucleus of last year’s worker-bee survivors. 

Many favor the pre-mated queen arrangement, for once 
you place a good queen in a hive averaging 60,000 indi- 
viduals, you automatically control the genius of every worker 
in it. For the queen has marvelous powers over her sub- 
jects which bind them to her as if by invisible threads. 
Though bee-workers may make 80,000 different trips to col- 
lect a single pound of honey, and the laborers of one colony 
may rove 17 million miles in a summer, they never leave 
their queen for long. 

Why? Perhaps the spinsterish worker-bees, all undevel-

oped females incapable of reproduction, instinctively know 
that only through their queen can they perpetuate their line 
About 85 percent of each hive is composed of these “neuter” 
workers, the remaining 15 percent being drones, born only 
for love. 

Since the queen lives from two to three years, while the 
workers often slave themselves to death in six weeks or less, 
she soon becomes the mother of every bee in her hive and 
so rules their every quality. Concentrate on breeding gentle 
und industrious queens, Harrell believes, and they will pro- 
duce hives of hard-working subjects, cautious with their 
stingers and easy to handle. Harrell sticks to three-banded 
Italian bees, a gentle strain developed in America from those 
brought over by early settlers from Europe. Nor does he 
worry that one of his purebred queens will mate with an 
inferior drone. For, like a victorious air force, his pedi 
greed drones control the skies for a five-mile radius around 
each bee yard and his empire spreads over seven counties 
in an area that has become the queen-raising capital of the 
world. 

The workers make terrible demands on their queen-boss 
demands that are also profitable to hive-owners After her 
nuptial flight she must spend the rest of her life in the com- 
munity maternity ward having all the offspring for the entire 
colony. Production standards are high: she must lay from 
',500 to 3,000 eggs a day in neat patterns in the wax com 
partments which the workers construct for her to fill If 
she does her job well, the workers pamper her. If she fails,

ists. For queen bees are made, not born 
Worker-bees can make themselves a new 
queen any time they choose, by feeding 
any common worker-bee larva large quan- 
tities of “royal jelly,” a milky substance 
which they secrete from their heads. They 
encase this Cinderella in a “queen-cell,’ 
a special vault of wax about the size and 
shape of a thimble, and 11 days later it emerges as a full- 
fledged queen. Meanwhile, a cordon of worker-guards fights 
off the jealous old queen, if she tries to destroy the usurper 
before she is born. 

Harrell knows that bees won't make themselves a new 
Gueen except in three emergencies: (1) When their old 
aueen has become senile, ill or otherwise incompetent; (2) 
When their old queen is lost or accidentally killed; (3) When 
the hive is crowded with bees and full of honey, and about 
half the bees are preparing to swarm (fly away to found 
a new colony). In this situation the swarmers, before they 
depart with the old queen, prepare a dozen or more queen- 
cells, to be sure of providing a (Continued on page 26)

En 
route, strange insects often attack the 
royal party through the screen ventila- 
tion window, and several of the queen's 
bodyguards may have to give up thei 
lives to repel the assailants with their 
sting.

When a queen reaches her destina- 
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tion, her buyer must follow a standard 
protocol in introducing her to a strange 
hive. First, he kills the jaded old 
queen he wants to replace. Then, just 
as the bees realize they have lost their 
old ruler, he slips the new queen, 
traveling-cage and all, into their 
colony. Because of her alien odor, 
the bees are tempted to kill the im- 
postor on sight. But they can’t the 
entrance of her cage is blocked with 
hard candy. By the time the queen 
eats her way out through the candy 
and the workers eat their way in, they 
are good friends when they meet in 
the sugar tunnel! 

Queens can be big business. For a 
single shipment of 1,800 pre-mated 
queens airmailed by W. E. Harrell & 
Sons last year, a honey man in Mani- 
toba, Canada, paid $2,250. By the 
end of the summer these queens had 
produced worker-bees that collected an 
average of 220 pounds of honey per 
hive—a total of 396,000 pounds, worth 
about $65,000 and an additional 
3,600 pounds of wax useful in crayons, 
candles and certain cosmetics. 


Million-Dollar Ladies 


Far greater, however, is the value 
of bees as pollinators. Daughters of 
this same shipment of Alabama bees 
performed an estimated one million 
dollars’ worth of pollen-distributing 
services for Manitoba crops. By plac- 
ing beehives strategically, farmers can 
increase some crops as much as 2,000 
percent. 

In the last 20 years artificial insemi- 
nation of queen bees has been exten- 
sively tried by government expert- 
menters and others. Harrell will have 
none of it. “It takes two experts 30 
minutes to artificially inseminate one 
queen,” he says. “Why should I bother 
with that when I can rely on the live 
drones over just one queen yard to 
inseminate nearly 3,000 queens in a 


day or so?” 
Only the Best 


The bee-breeder shares many prob- 
lems with farmers and cattlemen. 
“The weather's the main thing,” Har- 


Harrell says, “she'll seldom if ever 
consent to work for a living again.” 
In these periods Harrell feeds each 
large bee yard extra gallons of sugar 
syrup, placed in a tank several hun- 
dred yards from the hives so they'll 
have to exert themselves a little to get 
it and so keep busy. 

“They drink a 100-gallon tank bone- 
dry every four hours,” says Harrell, 
“but I'm happy to keep filling it up 
as long as necessary. Otherwise, they'd 
fight and rob themselves—and me—ot 
house and home.”

To maintain his reputation in the 
field of queen-making, Harrell spends 
hours trying to keep abreast of the 
latest scientific findings.

Condition Heifers 


To Beat Ketosis 


HE absence of ketosis in heavy producers which were pushed t 

maturity, has led Ozark dairymen to believe that conditioning may 
be the answer to that old problem 

Replacement heifers on the conditioning program showed other 
advantages profitable to dairymen, too; not the least of them being 
the extra lactation per cow gained by breeding the heifers by weight 
instead of age. 

Since the potential capacity of her production is there when the 
heifer calf is dropped, they believe in growing her quickly; giving her 
a good balanced ration to meet all her needs when she needs them 
These dairymen consistently turn out young cows which reach peak 
production in first lactation, are fully mature at calving and have paid 
their feed bill before most “roughed-through” heifers begin producing 
And they are untroubled by ketosis 

he fine herd of registered and grade Holsteins on the H. T. Brady 
farm near Springdale, Ark., is an example of what conditioning can 
mean to the dairyman. His 20 young cows calved at an average age 
of 24 months and produced an average of 350 pounds of butterfat 
in 11,000 plus pounds of milk in first lactation. These cows had paid 
for themselves and cleared $600 above feed costs for Brady in thei 
first 5 months of production. 

Brady begins his conditioning when the calf is four days old, by 
feeding a good nursing gruel; at the same time, keeping a dry, calf- 
starter ration before it. At the end of 30 days, the gruel ts taken away 
Salt and water is kept before them at all times and bright leafy hay 
is added when they are 2 months old. 

At four months, they are switched to a ration of equal parts coarse 
ground oats or barley, and a growing mix of beet-pulp, fortified with 
minerals, carbohydrates, molasses, conditioner and appetizer. Each 
animal receives | gallon of this mixture per day plus good hay and 
pasture. Three months before calving, the ration is increased to 3 
gallons per day per cow. During this three months he tries to put 
175 pounds of added body-weight on each animal to replace the weight 
that she will lose when the calf is dropped, and as insurance. Also, 
it helps prepare her for the job of heavy production. 

The main idea is to make them grow quickly, by meeting all their 
needs as they arise; building into the cow’s vital organs, the resistance 
needed to withstand the drag of calving, and heavy production. He 
does not stimulate the cow with milking ration before she is restored 
in body balance. Instead, he increases her conditioning ration to one 
pound of conditioner for each one hundred pounds of body weight 
This ratio is fed for 30 days after calving. 

The plan is not as expensive as it sounds, since the fully matured 
cow does not finish out her growth in the milk barn on high-priced 
milking ration. She drops a better calf, cleans better and more quickly, 
and is ready to breed earlier. Fewer instances of mastitis appear in 
the Grade-A barns of dairymen with pre-conditioned cows. 

Tests made on cows known to be ketosis-prone have proven that 
conditioning, or meeting the high nutritional needs of the dry cow in 
this manner, can prevent ketosis from reappearing, even in old cows 
Dry cows are not fed silage as that is filling without the nutrition needed 
for a complete job. The 30-day post-calving period is especially impor- 
tant and helps the cow hoid her production peak longer. 

Heifers that are pushed, or grown quickly, are tape-weighed often 
and bred when they reach 750 pounds for the heavier breeds and 500 
to 650 for Jerseys, Guernseys and Ayrshires. Brady uses artificial 
breeding and his young cows were bred at 14 to 15 months of age. 
They were well- conditioned and weighed around 1,200 pounds each 
at calving.—Julia Brown.

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Pills for Diabeties 


Ai THOUGH diabetics can expect 
some new developments in the treat- 
ment of diabetics, it is very unlikely 
that insulin by injection can be elimi- 
nated for most patients 

Some medicines have been dis- 
covered in Europe, closely related to 
the sulfas that, when taken by mouth, 
will reduce the high sugar content in 
the blood of diabetics These medi- 
cines are being studied in large medi- 
cal centers quite extensively, and all 
the information isn't in, but the fol- 
lowing statements can be made: 

l These medicines are not yet 
known for certain to be safe for pro- 
longed use: 2. Some diabetics are not 
helped at all by the preparation; 3. In- 
jection of insulin, which is still the 
life-saving medicine for severe dia- 
betics, 1s still necessary in most severe 
cases of diabetics: 4. There ts danger 
that use of these new medicines would 
deceive obese diabetics who do not 
need insulin or medicine but only need 
to lose weight to be treed of their di- 
sease. In these patients the obesity ts 
more dangerous than the diabetes 


Exercise for Arthritis 


Some doctors are now stressing that 
the chief location of the pain in arth- 
ritis is in the muscles and ligaments 
about the joints They are urging 
more exercise of unused muscles 

Many of the several million Amert- 
cans with one form or another of arth- 
ritis have found that the cortisone 
medicines are not the answer, and are 
returning to older programs of heat, 
massage, exercise, asprin and gold 
injections. 

Allergy and Headache 


An occasional and sometimes over- 
looked cause of headache is food 
allergy. 

A person who is allergic to a food 
may develop a rash or intestinal symp- 
toms or may be seized with a one- 
sided headache that often comes early 
in the morning and is accompanied 
by nasal discharge. 

Verv small amounts of the offend- 
ing food may bring on an attack, and 
it often takes careful detective work 
by patient and doctor to determine 
the offending foods. 

For this search, skin tests are less 
valuable than a carefully planned diet 
starting with a few sample foods and 
adding gradually, one by one, possible 


offending foods.

Here’s how to 


Raw-pack ean beans 


CANNING is easy and safe and satis- 
fying. Stop—read—and follow direc- 
tions. No matter who says what, it 
is not safe to can in the oven. Don’t 
ever do it. For non-acid foods as 
beets, corn and beans the only safe 
way is in the pressure cooker. The 
open-kettle way of canning, which 
some of us used until we learned bet- 
ter, is a waste of produce. Then too, 
you run the risk of transferring bac- 
teria to the jars when you take the 
food from the open kettle and put it 
into the jars. It is all right to use 
the open kettle for jams, preserves, 
conserves, relishes and pickles—those 
foods cooked with enough sugar or 
vinegar to help keep them from spoil- 
ing. 

Recent research shows that there is 
a “best” way to can green beans to 
get the best in flavor, texture, color 
and nutritive value. That way is the 
cold or raw-pack method, and the safe 
way is in the pressure cooker 

You use young, tender, good quality 
green beans. Wash the beans, trim 
ends and cut crosswise into l-inch 


pieces. (You may like to snap off 
ends and break beans into pieces, but 
more vitamin C is retained in beans 
that are cut.) 

Pack raw beans tightly in clean glass 
jars to within 42 inch of top. Cover 
with boiling water, leaving a 2 inch 
space at top of jar. Add 2 teaspoon 
salt to a pint jar; 1 teaspoon to a quart. 
Adjust jar lids. Prepare only enough 
jars to fill pressure cooker at one time. 
Put rack in cooker. Pour in boiling 
water to depth of 2 As each 
ready, set it on the rack in 
Do not allow jars to touch.

HE Federal government had a $2 billion surplus during 
the fiscal vear of 1956. 

That's the first time we've operated in the black since 
1951. And it’s only the fourth time in 27 years that we've 
spent less than we took in. The Republicans are real proud 
of that and will be bragging about it between now and the 
election. And it is good. But it’s not nearly good enough. 
It’s just swatting mosquitoes instead of draining the swamp. 
Furthermore, the last $20 billion debt was added by the 
Republicans 

In the eight years following World War II we spent $406 
billion. That's two and one-fourth times more than we 
spent for the entire 152 years of our history up to World 
War Il. Virginia’s Senator Harry Byrd says the $280 bil- 
lion we now owe is approximately the full value of all the 
land, buildings, machinery, livestock—everything of tangible 
value—in the U. S. So we're mortgaged to the hilt. If we 
don’t change our ways we stand to lose our nation and our 
freedom. Because we can’t defend our shores and our free- 
dom if we're broke. 


How To Do It: Just Want To 


The non-partisan Hoover commission has shown that 
slashing the budget by billions would be easy. And we could 
get better government to boot. But cutting spending is not 
really the problem. The problem your lawmakers have is 
how to cut spending and get re-elected 

The people must curb their selfish and short-sighted de 
mands for government handouts. For instance, did you 
know that 40 million Americans are getting government 
aid of some kind? Did you know that two and one-fourth 
million Federal workers get $8 billion in salaries? That in 
iO years the cost of Congress has tripled? The congressmen 
used to have 230 employees—1Q) years ago. Top salary was 
$5,000. Now they have over 1,000 employees—250 of them 
make $10,000 to $18,000. What does it take to reduce the 
debt and reduce taxes? Peace? Superior brains? Sleight of 
hand? No. Just effort, courage and honesty 

If we the people will only demand it, we can force the 
politicians to save many billions and greatly reduce the debt 
our tax burden and the cost of living. 

It will cost the American people about $7 billion dollars 
this year just to pay their interest on our huge $280 bil- 
lion Federal debt.

$2,900 (doctor's bills, stores, mortgage on the home, etc.) 
But did you know that your family owes $6,008 as its share 
of the Federal debt? Did you know that if you had put 
away $1,000 in a bank vault in 1940 it would be worth 
only $520 today, based on 1940 prices? Inflation has ruined 
more nations than invasion. Going back to 1940 again, 
about 4,850,000 people were then getting a Federal check 
every month. Now, over 20 million people are getting a 
regular monthly check from the government. If you are 
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not getting yours, you're getting cheated. If you are get 
ting yours, you're still getting cheated. Because you're not 
getting nearly as much as you (or your children) are hav 
ing to pay for. The two things most responsible for the 
cost-price squeeze farmers are in are big government and 
big labor—taxes and wages 

For years the socialistic planners (eggheads with an over 
size shell and an undersize yolk) have told us that debt

Two Constitutional Amendments Needed 


The “soak the rich” principle has ruined every country 
which ever tried it. “The more you produce the more you 
make.” That’s what made this country great. So it’s very 
gratifying to know that 31 state legislatures have passed 
resolutions asking Congress to propose a new constitutional 
amendment to limit the income tax to 25 percent. When 
more states pass such a resolution, Congress will be required 
by the constitution to call a national convention to submit 
the amendment to the states, 

If the politicians can’t tax the money from us and can’t 
borrow it, they can’t get it. We sorely need a constitu- 
tional amendment drastically limiting, or maybe eliminating, 
the Federal income tax. And another amendment limiting 
the Federal debt. They would strike two great blows for 
freedom and democracy against the onrush of socialism
